“Los Angeles is a city pre-eminently 
adapted to an overwhelming vaudeville 
business. 
| “Like vaudeville, the motion picture 
mas ceased to be a fad; it is a perma- 
nent institution of entertainment. 

_ “Brevity is not only the soul of wit, 
but the very life of vaudeville, which 
is making its acts shorter every year. 
The ideal sketch is going to be just 
| fifteen minutes long, and every other 
|} turn will be shorter than that. 

| “The builder of a vaudeville circuit 
{is like the pioneer railroader; he is a 
commercial adventurer and he must 
| get used to rough lines and hard 
| knocks. 

| “There is no room for another traus- 
continental raijroad, on our present 
economic basis, Is there room for any 
more great vaudeville circuits? No.“

Art Club Exhibition. 

"Twas a dark and stormy night. 
The lightnings zig-zagged and the 
Reavers fell down in torrents. But 
Hotel Ivins, on Figueroa and Tenth 
streets, was ablaze with many lights, 
less. and the artists’ reception 
held there last Monday night was a 
tremendous success, social as well as 
artistic. 

Thé handseme new gallery of the 
California Art Club, its walls a sub- 
dued riot of harmonious colors and 
the gleaming gold of picture frames, 
Was thronged with men and women, 
the most of them in evening clothes, 
Many of these are well-known, some 
of them are distinguished—painters, 
sculptors, poets and story writers, 
with a sprinkling of gilded youths 
and golden girls whose doings are 
Gally chronicled in the society columns 
of the newspapers. 

Indeed, the gallery, with it@ shifting 
groups of ‘buzzing people, presented 
such a metropolitan appearance, such 
& well- remembered first night aspect, 
that I stopped on the threshold 
pleased amazement. Was I dreaming? 
Had I suddenly been transported to 
New York or Chicago, or was this 
really Los Angeles? I rallied from my 
stupor, and recognizing good friends 
to right and left of me, realized that 
art had come to stay in Los Angeles, 
that our atmosphere was no longer 
wire “hot air.“ and that our artists 
Were up and doing.

easure were echoed on every side. 

ithout a doubt the present exhibi-

try. Tall talk, but not too tall, for we 
Are growing at a tremendous rate. 

To verify my contention you have 
but to glance at the five noble land- 
scapes contributed by William Wendt, 
prize winner at many eastern exhibi- 
tions, and one of the strongest of 
American landscapists. Then turn to 
the portraits and figure studies of Ken-

FOR BETTER HEALTH. 
THE HEALTH INDEX OF CHILDREN. 


By Ernest Bryant Hoag. Whittaker 4 Ray 
Wiesen Company, San Francisco. (Price $1.) 
BOOK which should be welcomed 
Aw eyery school teacher in. the 
country, as well as by parents, is 
The Health Index of Children —a sim- 
ple and untechnical treatise on the un- 
recognized symptoms of children's dis- 
eases, with brief and concise descrip- 
tions of the way of preventing the de- 
velopment of these ailments which so 
often are overlooked. 

Dr. Hoag is the medical director of 
the Berkeley schools, the Jecturer in 
public hygiene at the University of 
California, and a member of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute of London. His ex- 
perience has been wide and varied, and 
he writes with the authority which 
comes with years of observation and 
practice. Although every school at- 
tempts the intelligent supervision of 
the health condition of its pupils, it is 
impossible for all institutions to em- 
ploy experts for this purpose, and it 
often falls into the hands of medically 
inexperienced teachers. 

This book is intended primarily for 
teachers in such circumstances. It 
tells them in simple and unscientific 
language how, by observation, they 
may note symptoms indicative of un- 
healthy physical conditions. Signs of 
disease which ordinarily are overlooked 
are pointed out by Dr. Hoag, and his 
carefully considered suggestions eon- 
cerning adenoids cannot fail to be in- 
valuable to the school teacher who has 
the welfare of her pupils at heart. 

Dr. Hoag has no intention of making 
a complete medical treatise of his book, 
but he has put down in simple lan- 
gtiage many salient suggestions which, 
if adhered to by those in charge of 
pupils, would undoubtedly increase the 
efficiency as well as the happiness of 
achool children. 

The latter half of the book is devoted 
to general suggestions concerning the 
health department of schools, and the 
supervision of children from a hygienic 
standpoint.

EDDVYISM. Ry Charlies Edward Locke. D.. 
Graft ublishing Company, Los Angeles. 
HE addresses _against Christian 


Science which go to make up this 

chap-book called “Eddyism” were 
first delivered by Dr. Charles Edward 
Locke of this city from the pulpit of 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church. 
It was in response to many inquiries 
that these discussions were thrown in- 
to book form. 

Dr. Locke has spent considerable 
time and study with the Christian Sci- 
ence bible, “Science and Health.“ Nor 
has he limited his research to the in- 
ternal evidence of the printed formu- 
las ot this quasi-religion.’ He has gone 
to man) outside sources. He quotes 
copiously from medical reviews and 
other scientific annals. And he has 
made many interesting discoveries in 
his compilation of data. 

The book is divided in three sections: 
First, “Eddyism: Is it Christian See. 
ond, “Eddyism: Is it Scientific?’ and 
third, “Eddyism: How Long Will it 
Last?” 

It is not a difficult task, by parallel 
quotations, to prove that the ethical 
interpretation of Christianity according 
to Mrs. Eddy is diametrically opposed 
to the theological interpretation, al- 
though Dr. Locke confesses that when 
he set himself to #tudy Christian Sci- 
ence he thought that in some limited 
sense he might find that the word 
“Christian” was not a misnomer. He 
briefly goes over th: sources of Mrs. 
Eddy’'s inspiration, attaches credence to 
the Quimby theory, und then takes up 
in an orderly manner the salient points 
of differentation between Eddyism an- 
theological Christianity. He points out 
that in its attitude toward human 
sympathy, merriage, children, public 
welfare, and the home, it is opposed t 
the theological interpretations of the 
teachings of Christ. Dr. Locke found 
in making these collateral tabulations, 
that Christian Science is a compound 
of Hindoo Pantheism, Brahmin Theos- 
ophy and mediaeval mysticism. 
Although he has partly answered in 
the first section of his book the ques- 
tion propounded in the second, namely: 
“Is Christian Science Scientific?” to 
these discoveries he adds much inter- 
esting data and many apt quotations, 
especially in its relationship to the 
science of medicine.

Her 
decease will no doubt be followed by 
bitter and acrimonious litigation. & 
ready there is much Internal dissen- 
sion, and in all probability Eddyism 
will be destroyed from within. 

Withal, it is a strong, interesting and 
scholariy criticism which Dr. Locke 
has compiled. 


LITERARY GOSSIP. 


It wil) probably come as something | 
of a surprise to the average person to 
be told that American literature and 
Russian are “twins.” And yet this is 
the statement made by Prof. William 
Lyon Phelps of Yalé in his “Essays on 
Russian Novelists,” which will be pub- 
lished this week. In explaining just 
what he means by the statement, Prof. 
Phelps presents an interesting com- 
parison of Russian literature with the 
other literatures of the world. He says 
in part: 

“At tLe start, we notice a rather 
curious fact which sharply differen- 
tiates Russian literature from the liter- 
ature of England, France, Spain, Italy, 
and even from that of Germany. Rus- 
sia is old; her literature is new. Rus- 
sian history goes back to the ninth 
century; Russian literature, so far as 
it interests the world, begins in the 
nineteenth. tussian literature and 
American literature are twins. But 
there is this strong contrast, caused 
partly by the difference in the age of 
the two nations. In the early years of 
the nineteenth century, American liter- 
ature sounds like a child learning to 
talk, and then aping its elders; Russian 
literature is the voice of. a giant, wak- 
ing from a long sleep and becoming 
articulate. It is as though the world 
had watched this giant's deep slumber 
for a long time, wondering what he 
would say when he awakened. And 
what he has said has been well worth 
the thousand years of waiting.“ 

Prof. Phelps considers in detail the 
writings, personalities and general 
characteristics of Gogol, Turgency, 
Dostoevski, Tolstoi, Gorki, Chekhov, 
Artsybashev, Andreiyeff and Kuprin. 

A bill now in preparation in the 
Colorado Legislature for the repeal of 
women's suffrage is said to be based 
upon the idea that, while equal suf- 
frage may work well in rural neighbor- 
hoods, in large cities like Denver it is 
an evil because the women of the red 
light districts vote in greater numbers 
than other women. Helen L. Summer, 
Ph.

“It is often said that women of this 
class would not vote, as they would 
not be interested and would not wish 
to give their names and addresses.

In the spring of 1895 
they even sent a petition to the 
Women's Republican Club of Denver, 
imploring interference to prevent them 
from being compelled to register. But 
in spite of the request of the Republi- 
can women and the promise of the fire 
and police board, they Were obliged 
to register and vote at ticity election 
of 1895 and at nearly every election 
since that date.

Our first afternoon was spent in 
visiting the famous Church of St. 
Sophia, which was founded by Con- 
stantine, the Roman Emperor, in the 
year 326, and was converted into a 
Turkish mosque after the conquest of 
the Mohammedans in the fifteenth 
century. We were obliged to cover our 
feet with slippers, provided at the 
door, before entering, and were fol- 
lowed about inside by a priest to ee 
that we kept them on, as it is not per- 
mitted for anyone to step in the sacred 
interior of a mosque without either re-

We then continued our drive past 
many interesting monuments, the im- 
portance of which we learned from the 
guide, and finally got out at the court- 
yard of what is known as “The 
Mosque,” so named because of the 
thousands of birds that are kept there 
and fed by the government, having all 
descended from one pair which was 
placed there at the command of one of 
the Sultans whose life was saved by a 
pigeon that, in flying before him on a 
battlefield, was killed by a bullet 
which would otherwise have struck 
him. This Sultan showed his gratitude 
by ordering that all the pigeons de- 
scending from the first two should be 
kept in the courtyard we visited, and 
be provided for by the congregation of 
the adjoining mosque, who, once a 
week after service, are expected to give 
a certain amount solely for this pur- 


The next day we drove through the 
most attractive parts of the city as far 
as the gates of the Sultan’s palace and 
harem, and also visited: the national 
treasury, where we saw, the grown 
jewels and royal possessions of all 
kinds, the gorgeouswess and magnifi- 
cence of which were truly dazzling. 
One throne and ottoman alone, cap- 
tured from the Shah of Persia by the 
Turks some hundreds of years ago, was 
inlaid with gold and embroidered with 
priceless emeralds, rubies, diamonds 
and pearis, and is estimated to be 
worth over $5,000,000; while the head- 
dress which is worn by the Sultans at 
their coronation is studded with a dia- 
mond, emerald and ruby, each of 
which is the size of an egg. Probably 
no country in the world can boast of 
such a costly display of treasures. and 
I consider myself very fortunate in hav- 
ing seen with my own eyes what I 
28 otherwise have believed incredi- 

le. 

We are compelled to remain here an- 
other week before going on to the 
Holy Land, as the boats between Con- 
stantinople and Jaffa are few and far 


between at this time of year, and there 


are of course no railroads this far east. 
While there is much of interest to do 
and see, I am rather disappointed at 
having to make such a long stay here, 
as it is a very dirty, muddy c'ty, and 
I should have much preferred rema'n- 
ing a few days longer at Athens, which 
I shall always remember as being the 
cleanest, loveliest city, and possessing 
the most ideal climate of all the places 
in Europe that I have visited. We 
were delightfully situated there, with 
rooms overlooking the King's palace 
and gardens: and every morning be- 
fore breakfast I used to git out on 
our own private veranda, enjoying the

HOW HE WON WEALTH. 
It was by grasping an opportunity 
that came to. him unexpectedly that 


Mr. Hill was placed on the road to 


great wealth only a few years ago. 
He had spent the early part of his life 


on ranches in Indian Territory and 


Texas as a cowboy. He managed to 
find time to satisfy his ambition to ob- 
tain an education, and for a few years 


he applied himaelf diligently to studies 
that equipped him for the law. He 
‘hung out his shingle in the town of 
' Peeville. in South Texas, but the peo- 


ple of that place and section were not 
much given to law suits and he did 
only a meager practice. One day. 
eight vears ago, he arrived at Browns- 
ville, in the lower Rio Grande Valley, 
to attend to some legal business for a 


‘client. To reach the town he had to 


make an overland journey of 160 miles 
from the nearest raliroad point. He 
says that he was in financial straits 
when he arrived at Brownsville.

Indications now point to twenty 
members of the Senate after March 4 
next who are not now members. With- 
out considering possible deaths in the 
meantime. there is a chance that the 
number of newcomers will be as high 
as twenty-three.

The Senate will have a man who ta- 
boos tobacco, intoxicating nauct and 
profanity—a Puritan in his, habits— 
whem the next Congress opens, in the 
person of Atlee Pomerene of Ohio. 

He is a hard and effective worker 
and a fighter for what he considers thé 
right: His characteristic in the latter 
regard is well shown by bis action in 
taking the gavel of the Ohio Senate, as 
LAeutenant-Governor of the State, when 
He told the members that iegisiators 
should always vote for what is in the 
interest of the people, regardiess of the 
political outcome. He is a successful 
lawyer, a skilled debater and an orator. 
He is 45 years old, thus ranking with 
the younger members of the upper 
house, and married.

THE UNION FIZZLE_ 
DOWN AT TAMPA. 


{From the New York Times.) 
Perhaps the most remarkable thing 
about the cigarmakers’ strike at Tam- 
pa, Fiorida, that began on July 25 
and ended day before yesterday is the 
fact thet not one of the things “de- 
manded” by the union was secured, and 
the men returned to work without 
terms or agreements of any sort, hav- 
ing gained not a single point or the 
shadow of a concession. It is rather 
remarkable that one of the most stub- 
born strikes in the history of or- 
ganized labor here In the United States 
should have been maintained through- 
out six full months and have had an 
ending so humiliating for its leaders 
—the paid organizers of the Affiliated 
Tobacco-Workers’ Union. The cigar- 
makers of Tampa were getting good 
wages last July, had no grievance 
against their employers and were 
manifestiy perfectly contended, when 
along came these salaried outside 
organizers and told them that the 
mauufacturers must be made to “recog- 
nne the union; the manufacturers 
refused, and forthwith eight thou- 
sand men went out of the factories— 
and the most uncalled-for and vicious. 
ly-conceived strike of recent years wag 
on in full blast. Local trade wag soon 
5 lly paralyzed, money became 
“tight,” collections were siow or held 
up entirely, and bounding prosperity 
was turned into general business de- 
pression; rioting and all forms of vio- 
lence marked the early weeks of the 
strike, one cold-blooded and cowardly 
murder followed by two lynchings 
terrorized the community, there was 
talk of putting the city under martial 
law, and on top of all this the organ- 
ners induced the strikers to make 
stin further “demands” upon the pro- 
prietors of the thirty-five cigar fac- 
tories involved.

Indicative of what may be expected, 
members of the local stationary en- 
gineers’ union, have tried several 
times lately to secure criminal com- 
plaints against the owners of the 
buildings who employ non-union men. 
The alleged ground upon which the 
City Prosecutor is asked to issue com- 
plaints is that unlicensed engineers 


The striking metal workers are hoping 
for some sort of a settlement, but 
their places were filled long ago in 
the principal foundries. According to 
a recent report of the committee in 
charge of strike benefits, about $158,- 
000 has been disbursed here since May 
last. The treasury is practically 
‘empty at present and the national 
leaders have been asked to cortinue 
their contributions in the hopeless at- 
tempt to unionize Los Angeles. 

The local secretary of the metal 
trades union ts the last of a gang 
of cowardly mob-inciters to feel the 
weight of the law. His companions 
have been ser.tenced for an attack up- 
on a defenseless ron-union laborer. 
In both the Police and Superior 
Courts, the judges have administered 
rigid justice to the San Francisco bul- 
lies who came here to stir up indus- 
trial strife. 

Picketing has practically ceased 
since the police have made wholesale 
arrests of law-breakers. There have 
been no disturbances in the industrial 
zone, though private watchmen are 
still maintained by the large foundry- 
owners.

AN ‘APPEAL AND 
A CHALLENGE. 


Under ordinary circumstances the 
Argonaut does not feel called upon to 
collect and print the news of the day. 
That is a function which, it would 
seem, ought to be performed by 
the several daily journals of San 
Francisco which pretend to,make a 
specialty of it. But sometimes the 
Argonaut is forced to step into the 
news field, because those who assume 
to cover it are faithless to its require- 
ments.

THE GREAT MOHAMMEDAN STOMACH 
AND HOW IT Is FILLED. . 
AMASCUS.—Come with me for a walk throug 
the bazaars of this, the oldest of all the world's 
cities. They are more oriental than those of Tu- 
nis or Cairo and more quaint than those of Constanti- 
nople. Take the street called Straight, up which St. 
Paul came to meet Ananias. It is a vaulted tunnel 


100 feet. Suppose you could cover lower Broadway 
at the top of its third-story windows, and in place of 
the doors and windows of plate glass have the walls 
made up of cave-like stores opening out on the road- 
way. Let each store have a floor about as high as a 
chair, and let it be filled with the most gorgeous goods 
of the Orient. Let each have its turbhaned or fez 
capped, long-gowned merchant sitting on the floor at 
the front, with workmen similarly dressed laboring 
away in the rear, and you have some of the outlines of 
the picture. The bazaars of Damascus are made up 
of many such vaulted streets so roofed that only a 
dim light comes in through the little windows high up | 
overhead. The shops are mere holes in the walls, but | 
they are packed full of goods, and they are making all 
sorts of wares. The walls between the shops are little

DOING TO IMPROVE BONELESS COD. 
By Worth Harder. 
I: Gloucéster, Mass., the fishing fleet is putting out 
the year. For generations, literally for hundreds of 
years, the pursuit of the cod has been organized and 
conducted from the port of Gloucester. Since the foun- 
ing, preparing and marketing the salt-water delicacy 
has been undergoing change and improvement at the 
hands of the generations of Gloucester fishermen and 
It seems a strange field for the resourceful Dr. Wiley 
of the government's bureau of chemistry to invade; but 
Dr. Wiley is there.

A. W. hitting, an inspector of the bureau of chem- 
istry, was at last detailed to help the fishermen and the 
packing firms in trying to solve the problem. Mr. Bit- 
ting absorbed the Gloucester fishing lore, and the story 
of the codfish, until he has been able to write a report 
that is in the way of a classic upon the art of codfishing. 

At last Mr. Bitting came to the conclusion that at the 
bottom of the whole trouble is a “coccus.” A coccus, 
be it understood, is in scientific circles a form of bac- 
teria. Mr. Webster—Noah Webster of the dictionary— 
describes it as “a form of bacteria shaped like a 
globule.” The coccus was found present wherever the 
reddening occurred. It was found on the docks, in the 
salt, in the butts and kegs in which the cod was cured, 
and often on the ships. Wherever cod or salt was 
handled the coccus might appear. 

Where did it come from? demanded Mr. Bitting. The 
fishermen thought it came from the sea salt; but Mr. 
Bitting proved by long experiments made at Gloucester 
and at Lafayette, Ind., that it developed as well where

fish became a delicacy on the American market, the 
troubles of the fishermen at Gloucester and other cod- 
fishing ports have multiplied. The advent of Dr. Wi- 
ley’s experts into the field is at the earnest desire of the 
fishermen and packers; and the results already attained 
indicate that the cod industry win be able to better 
cope with its trouble in the future. 

For years the cod shippers have been troubled with 
the spoiling, freckling“ and “reddening” of their care- 
fully-prepared product. The work bestowed upon the 
“sacred cod.” from the moment it is caught until it is 
ready for shipment in various fancy packages to the 
grocery stores of the nation, is surprisingly great. At 
every point the fishermen and packers have tried to 
guard their product against contamination or the dan- 
ger of decay; but their best efforts have not succeeded 
in preventing the fish from developing the redness, the 
brown mold and the freckled appearance which presage 
decay, and which make the prepared fish unmarketable 
and a complete waste. 

The fishermen long laid the blame on the salt they 
were using. Almost all the salt used by the Gloucester 
trade—and they import nearly 63,000,000 pounds of it a 
year—comes from the Mediterranean Sea, and is sun- 
dried from the blue waters about Sicily and the coast of 
Spain. 

"They changed the character of their salt, giving up 
the Spanish product and using the Sicilian salt almost 
exclusively. They changed their methods of preparing

There are remarkable superstitions firmly imbedded 
in the hearts of the natives, some of them so beautiful 
that it is almost sacrilege to call them pagan. And so 
true do many of them prove that “Christians” feel awed 
before the simple instincts that are evidenced in them. 
This is one of them. There is a certain red fish which 
very rarely visits the waters of Honolulu Harbor, but 
when it does so, it does in gréat number. This is one of 
the tokens of the coming death of an allt or noble or 
one of royal blood. The other token is the electrical 
storm which, though harmless, seldom occurs.

Recognizing the possibilities of this neglected area 
of fine land if it could be brought under water, the gov- 
ernment engineers, working under the reclamation act, 
devoted much time to a scientific stédy of the difficul- 
ties to be overcome. Finally the barge pumping plan 
was decided upon. The power problem was quickly 
solved. There are thousands of acres of lignite coal 
underlying the lands surrounding Williston. A power 
plant was built at Williston, and, from the coal at the 
very doors of the plant, power is quickly and cheaply 
generated. The electricity is conveyed to the pumping 
barges, which are anchored in the river. The water of 
the “Big Muddy” is pumped through huge pipes to set- 
tling basins above. So muddy is the water that it is 
allowed to settle before it is turned into the system of 
irrigating canals radiating from the settling basins. If 
the water were discharged into the canals directly from 
the river the silt would necessitate constant work in 
repair and cleaning.

as well as actual practice has carried him into the ad- 
miralty offices, where he did yeoman service for nine 
years, has placed him on five royal commissions of 
various naval sort, has seated him in the president's 
chair of the Institute of Naval Architects and written 
him down an honorary commander of the Naval Re- 
serves. “Brassey’s Naval Annual,” which he founded 
and of which he was the first editor, is today on every 
warship afloat, no matter what flag she flies, and his 
five stout volumes on the naval history of Great Britain 
are as “standard” as they are authoritative. 

The Sunbeam's fame has been most widely spread by 
the first Lady Brassey (Lord Brassey has been twice 
married.) whose delightful account of their ‘round-the- 
world experiences enjoyed for years a vogue which it 

nas not yet wholly lost, even in a day of travel books 
unnumbered. Anna Almutt, as she was until her mar- 
riage in 1860, was a type of beauty widely recognized 
as English; tall and slender, with masses of brown hair 
clustering about an oval face of regular features, gentle 
in manner, sweet in all her ways.

John Bull, unlike the French, does not hoard up his 
savings in a woolen stocking, but puts them out at in- 
terest all over the world, with results that are some- 
times surprising even to himself. 

In the last sixty years the United Kingdom has in- 

vested abroad on the average about a quarter of its an- 
nual savings. Last year the proportion appears to be 
nearer one-half. The Statist calculates that the total 
savings of the nation in 1910 have reached the unprece- 
dented figure of $1,750,000,000. 
Of this, $1,160,000,000 has been taken up by subscrip- 
ons to publicly-issued securities, and the rest by pri- 
vate investments. Of public subscriptions rough'y 
| $626,000,000 has been in respect of home and colonia! 
[governments and enterprises, while foreign govern. 
ments and undertakings have absorbed $534,000,000. 
The United States comes first in the list with $197,950.,- 
000, mostly for railroad bonds, and Argentina next with 
$114,325,000, while Canada, among the British posses- 
sions, is responsible for $184,410,000. 

The first question that presents itself is, Where has 
all the money come from? By far the greater part has 
undoubtedly been provided by the British public, either 
directly or through banks or insurance and similar thrift 
encouraging institutions. The present time is remark- 
able for the confidence of the British investor in in- 
dustrial and financial conditions all over the world, and 
the knowledge of this has prompted the flotation of al! 
kinds of enterprises on the London market.

This particular rep- 
resentative of the High King was a little bit injadicious, 
for when he arrived at the palace of King Guare of Con- 
naught he insisted on entering it with his spear across 
his body under his arms. 

The spear was too long, or the door was too narrow, 
to admit of entrance in this way. So in the name of the 
Ard Righ he ordered the door to be pulled down so that 
he could enter in the way he desired. King Guare re- 
fused. Hence the feud that ultimately laid Tara iow 

The clerics championed the cause of King Guare. and 
in due time a deputation of them went to Tara, and one 
of them solemnly cursed the hill, with the result that it 
became gradually deserted, that the immense palace fell 
into ruins and that it ceased to be the seat of the High 
Kings of Ireland. 

Some years ago the owner of the hill, who died a short 
while ago, got the idea that the Ark of the Covenant 
was buried there and had excavations made. but all that 
was found were a few old coins and weapons.—[ London

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SOIL FERTILITY. 


PRODUCTIVITY LARGELY DEPENDENT ON 
FERTILIZATION. 
By Ernest Braunton. 


OO often we hear a garden owner exclaim: “The 
soil in my garden seems to be good, yet nothing 
grows well.” The products of a small garden 


—shouid depend entirely upon the owner, and not upon 


the natural qualities of the soil. If the garden is in 
poor condition, the owner alone is at fault, for in a 
small plat of ground the poorest and most barren soils 
may be quickly and easily made rich and resourceful. 
All this twaddle about virgin soils were better left un- 
spoken, especially as regards small gardens, and also 
to a great extent concerning field and orchard condi- 
tions. The finest and heaviest crops are grown on 
these lands longest under cultivation and in the older 
countries. 

Since the question of soil fertility has been better 
understood, there has arisen a movement in the east- 
ern part of our country back to the abandoned farms 
of New England and other Atlantic Coast States. In 


the United States, with “virgin soils” in some parts, | 


the average yield of wheat per acre is between twelve 
and thirteen bushels, while in England, farmed for a 
thousand years, the soil yields thirty bushels. So- 
called virgin soils.’ are the most productive for the 
indifferent and ignorant only. The “abandoned” farms 


of New England, where the soil is deep, are now turn- | 
ing off crops to compare with any soils in this coun- 


try. For this we have largely to thank our Federal 
government, for through the agricultural experiment 


stations nearly all advanced knowledge of soils and A, ae =a ee 
cfops has come. | 2 


In a recent issue of Out West, Alfred Burbank says 
that “the soil of the United States is becoming rapidly 


exhausted, where there is any to exhaust. We are im 
porting fresh blood from Europe all the time, but are 
exporting that which makes blood. The seil of the 
_._ Atlantic States has been for years depleted. Its fer 


tility is so far gone that the old standard farm crops 
cannot be successfully grown. Many of the farms are 


abandoned and are brush-covered. The Middle West 


and the West are rapidly following in the same dire 
tion.”

“The farmers have been driven to rotation of crops,

The soils of the United States, collectively, are 
now richer in plant food than they were ten years ago. 
It is the natural fertility only that has been and is | 
being exhausted. The up-to-date land owner and | 
farmer is increasing the fertility of his soils with, 
each succeeding year. When we read of a woman.

The remainder, unless quickly absorbed by plants, will 
wash or leach away. Therefore apply nitrate of soda 
only upon growing crops, for if not quickly used it is 
lost. Nitrogen to be derived from tankage, dried blood, 
etc., Is but slowly converted into soluble forms and is 
not therefore in so much danger of escape.

His stripped weight is 165 pounds. His health is per- 
fect- His eyesight, that at one time was considered 
ruined, is excellent. The lungs that were practically 
destroyed by three attacks of pneumonia have not only 
recovered, but are stronger than ever. In fact, from 
London's description, the man seems to be as strong as 
a gorilla. He put on the gloves with London, and al- 
though the latter, before he became a writer, was a 
husky longshoreman, Darling came near knocking him 
out, while London couldn't make any impression on 
him.
